Ile Itll the 
Chair and took the door to make a speech 
on the resolution. He impugned the mo 
fives of Mr. Hyde who offered it, aud in­ 
sulted the gentlemen who favored it. He 
seemed terribly hurt because the resolu 
tion would limit his appointing power. 
He made the charge that the resolution w as 
mere buncombe and that its economy 
was a humbug. UU denunciation of the 
Republican party, his biltcr partisanship 
on the door of the Assembly, can not be 
characterized other than disgraceful.

THE LEGISLATURE. 
Cur special dispatches from Madison this 
afternoon say that tho Legislature will be 
ready to adjourn on Friday, contrary lo all 
expectations. 
When the statute revision 
bill came up in the Assembly this morning, 
there was a disposition to offer amend­ 
ments, but tho sentiment generally prevail­ 
ed that the report as it came from the 
hands of the committee, should be adopt­ 
ed, aud when tho question was put to a 
vote it was carried. From this movement in 
the Assembly, we suppose the Senato wit I 
make quick work of it and then adjourn. 
The Senate passed a bill paying eac h mem 
ber of the revision committee five hundred 
dollars. An attempt was made to cut it 
down to three hundred and fifty, but was 
defeated. The devastation caused by the re­ 
cent tornado in Iowa, Daue and Jefferson 
counties being oi supremo importance to 
the sufferers, an effort was made to organ­ 
ize a commttiec to enquire into tho matter 
with a view to the State making a moder­ 
ate contribution for their relief, but the 
movement failed. 


DESTRUCTION OF MACHINERY. 
One of the effects of Communism can be 
seen in Southern Illinois where the wheat 
harvest is progressing.

Byron Kilbourn 
was the Democratic candidate, but he was 
bolted by Ex-Goyernor Nelson Dewey, 
then State senator, who voted for Judge 
Charles Dunn, aud also by Judge D ubn, 
who was a member of tho Senate who voted 
for E. G. Ryan. 
William It. /Taylor was a 
member of the Assembly in that year’and 
he and George P. Thompson voted for 
James Duane Doty. General Cobb was a 
member of the State Senate during the 
land -grant session of 1856, and when it was 
hinted to him that ho might have a share 
ot bonds by voting to give the grant to the 
La Crosse road he said to the go-between:

A Reminiscence of Prentice. 
A good story is told of George D. Pren­ 
tice, of the Louisville Courier-Journal, ot 
which Henry Watterson, the Kentucky 
Congressman, “with one eye and a new 
bady,” aa his servant once described him, 
is now editor, and who has recently made 
fame by saying on the silver bill debate, 
“Universal suffrage can make soil soap a 
legal tender lf it has a mind to. 
When George D. Prentice arrived in 
Louisville, it was not as a brilliant young 
journalist, looking for a position in which 
to shine, but as a drunken loafer, utterly 
uncertain about a place in w hich to sleep. 
In this condition he met and made friends 
with a iellow who was as near a tramp a9 
any that existed rn that day, and who was 
known as a “strolling tinker,” or traveling 
mender of tin pots. 
They made a day of 
it, to the extent of the funds they both had, 
and such credit os they could get, at the 
risk of boots applied to their coat tail#1. 
Night came on, and George I). Prentice 
bewailed his lavish and open drinking, 
which leit him without the means to get a 
bed. The tinker said, with the lordly hos­ 
pitality of a very tipsy man : 
“You shall 
go home with mc.” 
George assented to his “comerlongerme”, 
and arm in arm they started for their 
“home ” The man seemed to know* where 
he was agoing, and soon reached an ob 
scure street, not far lrnrn the Ohio river. 
He paused at a shed, let down a bar, and 
again mumbled out the word, which could 
be divided in “come-eHong-’er-me.” Then 
he at once rolled over the bar and fell into 
some straw, and, Prentice following, there 
were some small tejueals and some loud 
and augry grunts, as if they disturbed 
swine. 
Prentice shook his friend, who was al­ 
ready asleep, and said : 
“See here, is this 
your nome ?” 
*4\’es, str-ee,” said the sleepy tinker. 
“it sounds and smells like a hog-pcu,” 
said the halt-sobered Prentice. 
•4What-er that—they’ll have to stand it,” 
said the iellow, and went to sleep. 
Prentice was still too drunk to know how 
to get out again, but he lay and thought. 
Hts thoughts were: “Here am I. a man of 
good education, apd of good parents, and 
well brought up. 
I have been enjoying 
myself and living high, and having a good 
time. Lei’s flee how high I have got. I am 
out of money, out of clothes, out of charac­ 
ter—thai’* three outs ; and I have arisen to 
be the companion of a strolling linker. 
That’s my outing and elevation. Now what 
have I got in to—let me see ? Ob, I see, or 
rather smell—into a hog-pen. lf I ever get 
out, PII quit, aod serve God for better 
wages.” 
He did quit, aud became the first journ­ 
alist and wit of the Southwest.

Woodruff, and took note of the many im ■ 
portanl improvements he has made there­ 
on aud took a look at his stock. The farm 
contains a hundred acres, twenty of which 
are in timber. Along, gravel drive, on each 
side of which arc planted shade trees, leads 
to the farm house, a short distance from 
which stands one cl the best barns in the 
state 
The main portiou is forty by eighty 
feet, and an ell is built thirty by forty feet, 
This affords amide room 
for feed aud 
stock. A power mill for grinding feed, 
and a power ladder cutter prepare the food 
in shape for a steamer, and all the necessa­ 
ry apparatus is arranged so as to be as con­ 
venient as any one could desire 
Two 
large cisterns, one containing 500 barrels 
ani the other <400 barrels, aro located in 
connection with the barn,and there is also 
one of the best root cellars ever built. Its 
walls are three feet thick,and the room is ten 
by thirty lect and ten feet high. There is a'so 
abundant room for stowing away fodder in 
the lofts, while c b the lower llxir, which is 
levcljwilh the ground at the rear,are provid 
cd stalls aud all the necessary coo veo tent et 
for keeping stcca cleanly aud comfortable 
The baru is well ventilated, and is aftnodtl 
in all respects. 
A large wind-mill stands on the farm 
which industriously pumps an abundant 
supply of pure water into tanks which are 
conveniently arranged so that the stock 
whcu rn the fields eau partake freely. lo 
order to guard against any possible lack of 
supply, by a loug calm, or by a breakage 
in the machinery, a substantial reservoir 
has been built eight feet by sixteen, and 
eight feet deep. 
The stock on the farm is well worth 
lookfo& at. There are some fine Berkshire 
pigs, a few good horses, aud a largo num­ 
ber of good cows. 
Mr. Woodruff takes 
pride in getting aud keeping good milkers, 
and is constantly improving his stock, and 
now has a fine display.

E N I T A B i A N M IM M IO N M . 
Rev. Jcnk Ll. Jones, of this city, who is 
in attendance at the Western Unitarian 
Conference now in session at Chicago, re­ 
ported yesterday to that body his work 
during the past year as mhsionary. The 
summary of his remarks, as given by the 
Chicago Times, is as follows: 
During the year he had traveled nearly 
twelve thousand miles in tho discharge of 
his duty, aud labored in tony-eight places 
as against thirty-eight the previous year, 
and received some eight hundred com­ 
munications regarding the work, a large 
excess over the communications received 
the previous year, lie complained ol the 
meagreness of the contributions to the 
cause.

Wright, lrom the Baptist church, Wukiey, 
from the Reformed Episcopal church, aud 
Headier, of the Presbyterian church, wert 
waiting for a chance to turn an honest 
peony in the vineyard ut liberal religion 
He felt that there was a great future before 
Unitarianism in the west, and he urged the 
conference to enter In and possess the land. 
He urged particularly the cordial support 
of the theological school at Mcauvillc 
Pennsylvania, which had twenty students, 
and had just graduated six young men.

“ Tho decline In the m arket value of dairy pro­ 
ducts th is season, no one at all fam iliar with the 
course of the m arket needs to be inform ed, has 
been very noticeable. The simple fact that, to­ 
day best creamery butter will not command more 
than 2u cents per pound, nor the finest state cheese 
more than about 8 cents, indicates a condition of 
things which may not be wholly unprecedented, 
bat which is certainly a surprise if not a disap­ 
pointm ent to many in the business who last 
season 
were 
confidently 
looking 
forward 
not to a lower but to a much higher range of pri - 
cee. 
“ For years past the dairym an hare been urged 
to concentrate their efforts upon the m auuiacture 
of the fliest quality of butter, and it is but doing 
them justice to say that they have been very gen­ 
erally disposed to follow that advice, without 
careful discrim ination, however, and w ithout that 
prudent forecasting of the general condition of 
the m aiket which would have insured a nicer ad­ 
justm ent of supuly to actual r» quirem ents, and 
an avoidance, therefore, of the em barrassm ents 
and losses resnlting from excessive production. 
T se early spring and tho superabundant supply 
of grass ana fodder have enabled them to obtain 
from 20 to 30 per cent, m ore m ilk than in earlier 
seasons, and consequently they have had a great 
deal more cream than usual to put into butter 
and cheese. Jn st here, however, a capital mis 
take seems to have been made. The dairymen 
and cream eries kept on m aking fine butter, while 
underrating the im portance of improving the 
quality of the other product. The latter was put 
off w ith skim m ilk, while the cream went largely 
int# the butter m anufacture, and the consequence 
is precisely w hat m ight be expected-au over­ 
supply of fine batter, at largely reduced prices, 
w ith stocks of poor cheese, which scarcely any­ 
body 
w ants 
at 
any 
price, 
and which is 
driven therefore to find an outlet abroad on 
whatever terras the shippers can obtain. 
“ It is essential to a healthy m arket that we 
shou’d have good cheese as well as tine b u tter; 
and lf the dairym en w ill act upon the suggestion, 
it w ill probably not be long before they will have 
their reward iu a quicker deman I for consump 
tion at a range of prices which ought to occasion 
no com plaint. Jt cannot be expected that prices 
under any circum stance will react to quotations 
with which the farm ers and dairym en's eyes were 
fam iliar In the flu-h ante panic days, when the 
gold prem ium was more or less a governing ele- 
meat in th at as in other industries, but there is 
no reason to doubt that w ith a closer study of tho 
peculiar taste, and a more exact adaptation of 
methods to meet th at taste, an am ply rem unera­ 
tive m arket, at home and abroad, ;can always be 
depended upon.”
